HE Hou.se assembled at 2 o'clock, 
and after prayers by Rev. J. F. 
Vichert, tlie following was the 
order of business : 
Reports 

Upon recommendation of the private 
bills committee, the extension of time 
for the presentation of reports was ex- 
tended to April 0. 

Bills 

The attorney-general in trod need a 
bill regarding the rules of the Supreme 
court; also a bill to amend the Land- 
lord and Tenant Act. 

Separate Schools 

Mr. Bowser moved: "That this House 
regrets that In the bill proposed to bo 
submitted to the Dominion parliament, 
granting autonomy to the Northwest 
Territories, there Is an interference 
with provincial rights in regard to the 
provisions dealing with their school 
system." 

He argued that the course taken by 
the Dominion government, or at least 
by Sir Wilfrid Laurier and those ad- 
visers who sustained him, in crystal- 
lizing separate schools In the new prov- 
inces, was unconstitutional, and in this 
connection he cited various authorities, 
Including tie late Sir John S. D. 
Thompson. The Dominion government 
sought to set aside the terms of the 
constitution, which had obtained since 
1SG7, In trying to interfere with the 
right of the provinces to settle edu- 
cational matters for themselves. He 
quoted the sentiments of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier inspeaklng on the remedial bill 
in 180G, to show the strange contrast 
between, the position he took then as 
leader of the opposition and the stand 
he had since taken as the leader of the 
government. He criticized the action 
of Hon. Mr. Slfton in leaving the party 
ostensibly on the school question and 
subsequently condoning the stand tak- 
en by the government in a speech mado 
to the House. He said he had not in- 
troduced the subject through any pre- 
judiced motive, but merely because ot 
a desire that the new provinces should 
possess the same measure of liberty In 
such matters as was enjoyed by citi- 
zens of British Columbia. He recalled 
a speech of Mr. Fielding, delivered at 
Windsor, N. S., in 1806, in which ho 
applauded the principle of provincial 
rights and observed that he wished in 
this far western province to go on re- 
cord as being in accord with that senti- 
ment. 

The resolution passed without dis- 
cussion

force on the first day of July, 1905. 
The bill was then finally passed. 

The bill to establish nnd protect 
highways passed third reading; also 
the bill to amend the Horticultural 
Board Act. - ! 

The bill to amend the Motor Vehicles 
Speed Regulation Act passed second 
reading. It simply provides for a tech- 
nical omission in the legislation of last 
year passed on a similar subject. 

The bill to Incorporate the Golden 
Light, Power and Water Company was 
adopted on report; also the bill to In- 
corporate the Stave Valley Railway 
Company. 

The bill to Incorporate the Institute 
of accountants of British Columbia 
passed its second reading- on motion of 
Mr. Macgowan, who gave a brief ex- 
planation of Its terms. Generally It is 
for the Improvement and protection of 
the profession. The hill, he said, was 
drawn on lines similar to those pre- 
vailing with respect to similar institu- 
tions in England nnd In other parts of 
Canada. 

Upon consideration of the bill to 
amend the Supreme Court Act on re- 
port, Mr. Bowser moved to Increase the 
amount of security required on appeal 
from $200 to $500. 

Mr. Brown, the mover of the bill, op- 
posed the amendment as lieing Incon- 
sistent with the object of the bill. The 
bill was designed to enable poor liti- 
gants to obtain an appeal to the Su- 
premo court on reasonable terms. This 
was Ills reason for introducing the 
measure, to limit the security to $200. 
If the amendment passed the object of 
the bill would be destroyed. 

Mr. Mclnnes said that the amend- 
ment would not alter the law as it now 
stood that the judges should have dis- 
cretion us to (he matter of fixing se- 
curity for costs. It did not mean that 
litigants would be compelled to put up 
$500 before obtain ingr an appeal. 

Mr. J, A. Macdonald opposed the 
amend ment. 

The attorney-general endorsed the 
view taken by the member for Na- 
naimo. 

The amendment was rejected, Mr. 
Mclnnes being- the only member of the 
opposition to support it. Messrs. Mc- 
Bride, Wright. Gifford and Dr. Young, 
on the government Bide, voted against 
the motion. 

The bill to amend the Dentistry Con- 
solidation Act passed the committee 
stage, Dr. King In the chair; also the 
bill to amend the British Columbia 
Railway Act. 

Wigs and Gowns 

Mr. Henderson moved the second 
reading of the bill to amend the Su- 
preme Court Act, which reads : 

"The wearing or use of the custom- 
ary ofllelal wigs, or of robes of any 
color other than black, by judges, bar- 
risters or registrars of this court, dur- 
ing the sitting of the court or in 
chambers is hereby prohibited. 

"Any person violating any provision 
of the foregoing shall be liable on sum- 
mary conviction to a penalty not ex- 
ceeding twenty-five dollars and not 
less than ten dollars for each such 
offence." 

He argued that the dignity of a 
Judge's position and the soundness of 
his judgment were not strengthened by 
the apparel which he wore. According 
to a rule of the Supreme court adopted 
In this province in 1SS0, and which still 
obtained, lawyers were entitled to ap- 
pear at the bar here In the same garb 
as any barrister In the Superior courts 
of Ontario and Quebec. The present 
bill was designed to prevent judges 
from going beyond their authority in 
enforcing the wearing of wigs. One 
objection to wigs was their expense. 
Their manufacture was confined to a 
certain maker In London, and the pos- 
session of one meant the expenditure 
of $50. Forty wigs represented $4,000 — 
quite a tidy sum. Another objection 
was their oppressiveness. Headaches 
were superinduced by wearing them, as 
to which he testified from personal ex- 
perience. Altogether he declared the 
practice of wig wearing an abominable 
custom which should he abolished.

"I have something to say," she said, 
"but I would like to consult with my at- 
torneys first." 

"You may do so, but it must be im- 
mediately," the court enjoined her. "If 
you have anything to say you must say 
it now." 

Mrs. 'Chadwick said there was nothing 
she cared to say herself. Her attorneys 
inade no appeal to the court, and tlie 
sentence was Immediately Imposed- 

•Judge Francis Wing, or Mr. Dawley. 
will go to Cincinnati tomorrow to make 
arrangements for a review of the' case 
hefore the United States circuit court 
of appeals. 

Th(> action of the court today filially 
closed the Ohadwick case so far as the 
Cleveland court is concerned,, unless the 
higher court discharges the' woman or 
orders a new trial. By good behavior 
Mrs. Chadwick can reduce her term to 
eight years and four months. 

When seen immediately lifter sen- 
tence had been pronounced, Mrs. Chad- 
wick replied to u question: "Whnt more 
can the world want to know about me- 
no w?" 

At the hour set for the hearing of ar- 
guments on the motion for a new trial 
she was not in court. To the- deputies, 
who were sent for her, she said she' was 
ill with neuralgia. It required 1 much 
coaxing and threatening on the part of 
the officials before she would consent to 
get dressed, Litter she appeared in the 
courtroom accompanied by two deputies..

Taris, March 27. — The debute on the 
bill on the separation of church from 
state was renewed todny.

— The situation in 
Morocco causes serious apprehensions in 
official quarters and it is understood that 
the French minister at Fez has been re- 
quested to bring to a speedy conclusion 
the negotiations whereby he seeks to se- 
cure the Sultan's approval of France's 
policy in administering the country. In 
the meantime. Emperor William's pro- 
posed visit to Morocco promises to cause- 
the Sultan to delay arriving at a decision 
nnd to encourage a demonstration 
against the French policy, There is a 
growing belief In high quarters that tlie 
'German Emperor's visit is coincident 
with Germany's asserting strong claims 
relative to Morocco.

St. Petersburg, March 27. — ((5:.10 p. 
m.) — As showing the faith existing in 
remote stations of Russia that the im- 
perial rescript of Dec. 20 assures the 
establishment of a parliament; petitions 
are already being received to call it "tlie 
national assembly."

AGAINST A CONSTITUTION. 

Nobility of Moscow and Other Districts 
Pronounce Against Change. 

Moscow, March 27— A meeting of 
the nobility of the government of Mos- 
cow, in which there were participating 
also representatives of the nobility from 
various sections of Russia, has pronounc- 
ed against constitutional government of 
tin- kind enjoyed by the nations of wes- 
tern Europe, considering such iastitu- 1 
tions unsuitable to this country on ac- 
count of geographical and ethnological 
conditions of Russia and the political 
development of the Russian people. The 
nobles are of the opinion that some de- 
gree of popular representation should be 
introduced, but that there should fce no 
limitation of autocracy, but of adminis- 
trative arbitrariness, and that the ruler 
and the people should be brought into 
closer touch. 

The bar of Moscow has adopted a 
resolution calling for a popular assem- 
bly to formulate a constitutional act de- 
fining and limiting the governmental 
system. The meeting also advocated 
the formation of a civic militia for the 
protection of citizens snd control by mu- 
nicipalities or Zenistvos, to which control 
of the police should also be transferred, i 



Warsaw, March 27. — Baron You Noli 
Icon, chief of police of Warsaw, who was 
injured by the explosion of a bomb yes- 
terday, owes his life to the bad aim of 
his assailant, who threw the bomb be- 
hind Wtead of underneath the carriage. 
The body oC Von Nolken is full ot splin- 
ters of the bomb. His assailant has not 
yet been arrested. 

The man who previously threw a 
bomb into the police station at i'riga, a 
suburb of Warsaw, injuring six police- 
men, is believed to be dying. He refus- 
ed to reveal his identity, but declared 
himself to be a Socialist. The greatest 
excitement prevails throughout the city. 

Huron Von Nolken is believed to be 
out of danger. He is suffering intensely. 

The man who threw the bomb was 
later identified .as a locksmith named 
Stephen Okrjela, 18 years old, and ' a 
resident of the Novinsk district. 

Further investigation shows the care- 
fulness with which the plans of the con- 
spirators were laid. A number of per- 
sons of the poorer classes proceeding on 
different streets in the direction of the 
palace just before the bomb was thrown 
were warned by persons, evidently post- 
ed for that purpose, to go In some other 
direction.

St. Petersburg. March 2S.— (2:30 a. 
m.) — The internal situation in Russia is 
becoming daily more ominous. 

The Polish situation is causing greal 
anxiety, though id is said ••Intellectuals" 
and the educated classes generally dis- 
approve of the revolutionary spirit which 
is permeating the peasantry and laborers 
in Poland. 

Tho Crimea is boiling with discontent, 
and tho strong hand of military force 
has been invoked to crush the incipient 
revolution at Yalta, near the Emperor's 
summer residence. Tho spirit of disor- 
der has spread to Sebastopol. 

The authorities of the government of 
SaratofI are closing the schools there on 
account of peasant disturbances. 

iHelsingfors, March 27. — Today was 
marked by a great demonstration at 
Abo, former capital of Finland, and Ilel- 
singfors, thousands of workingmen par- 
ading with the Finnish national colors, 
bands playing national airs and the peo- 
ple singing patriotic songs. Speeches 
were made in the Finnish and Swedish 
languages and resolutions were adopted 
favoring opposition to conscription. The 
meetings wore orderly and tho police did 
not interfere. 



Private Bills Committee.— The pri- 
vate bills committee of the local leg- 
islature will meet this morning to fur- 
ther consider the terms of tho Sumas 
dyking scheme.

Tho president made a warm appeal to 
the Daughters to 'concentrate their ener- 
gies upon the work of assisting the di- 
rectors and the women's auxiliary in 
completing this work so long and so lov- 
ingly contemplated by them. 

It was decided to call a committee 
meeting in connection with the latter so- 
ciety to discuss special efforts. Mean- 
while it was proposed that a- dance be 
given in Easter week U initiate proceed- 
ings after consulting with the women's 
auxiliary

Variety of Interesting Business 
Transacted at Last Night's 
Meeting, 



A variety of interesting business was 
'transacted at yesterday evening's 
regular meeting of the City Council, 
though no single item was perhaps of 
particular importance. The Rock Bay 
bridge matter bobbed up again, J. A. 
.Sayward forwarding a letter complain- 
ing of onerous conditions imposed by 
the council when granting him per- 
mission to connect his storehouse with 
the bridge. He also urged that steps 
be taken to have a new bridge built at 
an early date. Messrs. Lee & Fraser 
entered a protest against the alleged 
plan of John Haggerty to reduce the 
grade at the head of Caledonia avenue 
and make further excavations in that 
vicinity. Aid. Hall's motion aiming at 
the immediate commencement of work 
. on the Job of paving Johnson street 
•was killed, most of the aldermen argu- 
ing that the work was already ordered 
and that there was no need for such 
motion. Aid.. Goodacre, the acting 
mayor, presided. 

R. Marpole, of the C. P. R., respecting 
the proposed' -widening of Humboldt 
street, promised - a deilnite. answer In 
a few days. Received and filed. 

The secretary of the B. C. General 
Contract Company, extended thanks for 
the use of the rock crusher during the 
construction of the hotel foundations. 

In this connection Aid. Fell thought 
it would be well for the engineer to re- 
port on the expediency of using elec- 
tricA^y in future in running the crusher. 
Apparently the plan had worked very 
we'll for tho C. P. R. people and it 
might be more economical than using 
the steam road roller for supplying the 
motive power. 

A letter from the Oak Bay Improve- 
ment Association urged better drain- 
age facilities on Oak Bay avenue. Re- 
ferred to the streets, sewer" and 
bridges committee. 

Alt Wood, who has just erected a 
residence on Washington avenue. 
Gorge road, asked for water, sidewalk 
and drainage facilities. His request 
will be granted as soon as possible. 

The secretary of the Victoria Labor- 
ers' Protective Union urged that pref- 
erence be given by the corporation to 
bona (ide residents of the city. 

Aid. Fullerton urged that the request 
be granted. 

Aid. Stewart and Aid. Oddy pointed 
out that it was a standing rule to give 
preference to residents of the city. 
The motion carried. 
Several applications for the position 
of caretaker of the Carnegie library 
wer tabled. 

Lee & Fraser objected to the pro- 
posal said to be made by Mr. Hag- 
gerty looking to the lowering of the 
head of Caledonia avenue. 

Aid Stewart wanted to know In this 
connection who was removing earth or. 
Vlning street. 

On motion of Aid. Oddy, Messrs. Lee 
& Fraser's letter was tabled until a 
proposal was made by Mr. Haggerty. 

On motion of Aid. Fell, the matter 
of the wrongful cutting down of Vin- 
lnK street was referred to the city en- 
gineer and city solicitor for report. 

J A Sayward, regarding connecting 
his 'storehouse with Rock Bay bridge, 
wrote as follows : 

Gentlemen— Tour communication of the 
7th liifit., in reference to connecting my 
lumber store house with Bock Bay bridge 
was duly received. It would be Impossible 
for ine to connect my foulhttag under the 
conditions named In your letter, viz.. up- 
on the understanding that the council re- 
serve the right, should It so desire, to do 
away with the bridge altogether, and upon 
the condition that the city Is In no way 
responsible for the sofet* of the existing 



bridge, I certainly do not wish to relin- 
quish any rights that I may have in con- 
nection with the bridge, and as to the re- 
sponsibility of any accident, I have no fear 
of any accidents oecurlng, as I think the 
bridge Is amply strong to carry any weight 
that I wish to put npon it. 

It seems to me that I am asking very 
little In asking your honorable body to 
low me to connect with the bridge, and I 
think It Is a request that should be grant- 
ed without nny delay. 

I would also like to see some move 
made In the direction of erecting a new 
bridge to take the place ot the old one, as 
we nre very much handicapped In handling 
our business with the bridge as It stands 
today.

She came to Victoria from San 
Francisco by the steamer Senator iu 
search of a sister, she said. She was 
found wandering about the streets by 
the police and when Dr. Milne was noti- 
fied be ordered her deported to San 
Francisco, whence she came. She claim- 
ed to have landed there clandestinely in 
a small bout from the ship May Queen; 
the shipping records do not show the 
arrival of nny such ship. The unfor- 
tunate woman, To years of age and 
feeble-minded, tells many contradictory 
stories every time she is examined. The 
San Francisco authorities, however, will 
have none of her. When she was de- 
ported sue was sent to Victoria again by 
the City of Taenia. She was promptly 
returned nud was sent hack again, and 
now she 'n Bearing Victoria, to be again 
returned to the Golden Gate. The San 
Francisco ollleials say she is a i'riiisli 
subject and a pauper and should go to 
Victoria; llie Victoria officer says she 
came from San Francisco and as it is 
his duty to prevent the entry into the 
province Of those likely to become a 
charge upon it, she is to go back. Un- 
less one or the other recedes from this 
stand the old lady may become u per- 
manent pnsssougcr on the steamer City 
of Puobla, 

Klic is> not known in San Francisco or 
in Victoria, "but Seattle knows her. Lady 
Norrington, as she was best known in 
Seattle, -was .robbed seven years ago iu 
the "New Diamond saloon, on the cor- 
ner of First avenue south and Washing- 
ton street, says the Seattle Times. At 
that time she bad considerable money 
in her possession, and lost .$375 of it 
and a large number of diamonds in a 
box in the rear of the saloon. Billy 
Newman, who owned the saloon, and 
Pat Burns ianfl Major iBurke were ar- 
rested for the robbery. Burke and 
Burns wore both convicted and received 
sentences of live years each in Walla 
Walla, lloth were paroled and after- 
ward given pardons. Newman was ac- 
quit! cd of the charge. Both Burke and 
Burns have died since their release from 
tiie penitentiary. 

After the robbery the woman stayed 
around Seattle for a long time, making 
daily trips to the court house to Bee 
Judge Jacobs, the Judge before whom 
the men vb-o robbed her were convicted. 
Whenever possible she engaged the judge 
in long, incoherent conversations about 
the loss of h er money. Finally a deputy 
Sheriff was detailed to keep the woman 
out of the court house. A few dnys af- 
ter she was refused admittance to the 
building she left Seattle and did not re- 
turn for two years. 

Upon the woman's return she had con- 
siderable money, which she declared had 
been left her by her husband, a British 
army ollioer, who had died in Australia. 
She begged the police to aid her in C'w- 
ooyeriug the whereabouts of heq daugh- 
ter, who, she declared, had disappeared 
mysteriously, She thought the girl had 
gone to Alaska. She became very much 
confused when asked for any particulars 
as to the detnils of the daughter's disap- 
pearance. The police believed thnt she 
was insane. She was finally persuaded 
to leave the city. Since her departure 
nothing was heard of her until the 
news came that she had become a citi- 
z«n of the world at large.

BEFORE AND AFTER. 

We have referred . on several oc- 
casions to the attitude of the "Globe" 
on the educational clauses of the meas- 
ure granting autonomy to the North- 
west Provinces.

If it is dealt with at Ottawa there 
anny develop opposition from tue provincial 
governments, not because they would 
abolish separate schools, but because they 
would resent federal dictation on matters 
of provincial rights. If the people of Sas- 
. katchewan and Alberta want separate 
eehools let them liave them on taelr own 
motion and In the way provided by the 
•constitution. If they do not want them 
AiNY ATTEMPT AT CONSTITUTIONAL 
COMPULSION, even if It succeeds, would 
owaken aatagonisms which would embit- 
ter local politics and be disastrous to sep- 
arate schools themselves. 

As our readers are aware, there was 
very strong opposition from one end of 
the Dominion to the other on account 
of Sir Wilfrid Eaurler's proposals, and 
serious differences arose at Ottawa, not 
only among the members of Parlia- 
; j ment but In the ranks of the Govem- 
' ment itself, which produced a tempor- 

• ary crisis. It was, for a time, thought 
i that Sir Wilfrid would have to with- 
draw entirely the educational clauses 
or submit to defeat. However, loss of 

, power being the last thing to be con- 

i sldered, a desperate effort at reconcilia- 

* tion was made and a compromise ef- 
'. fected upon certain, to our mind, un- 
| important modiilcations. That being 

decided upon, the leading organs of the 
! Liberal party were brought into line 
■■ along with the dissentient supporters 
5 of the Government in the House; and 
the "Globe" changed Its attitude to the 
following :

BE MERCIFUL TO THE AGED. 

A correspondent in today's Issue calls 
attention to the pitiable plight of Mrs. 
Margaret Norrlngton, the old lady who 
has been refused a landing at both San 
Francisco and Victoria, and who is 
thus being tossed about on the sea 
from place to place. The suggestion 
that something should be done towards 
ending this condition of affairs, whe- 
ther by action of the Government, city, 
or private efforts, is opportune. It 
seems nothing short of a, crime that a 
hedpless old woman, without friends 
and without money, should thus be ex- 
posed to the unmerciful operations of 
the law. Surely this Is a case In which 
humane considerations should over-ride 
the strict letter of the Immigration 
regulations. 



EXEMPTION OF CLERGYMEN. 

Sir — I have not been following very 
cJosely the proceedings of the legislative 
assembly during the past week, and, con- 
sequently, did not notice, until my atten- 
tion was called to it, that while the As- 
sessment Act was passing through commit- 
tee .the clause exempting clergymen from 
taxation on Income whs struck on t. I 
have 110 protest whatever to make against 
that elimination— although 1 might be dis- 
posed to dlller widely from some of the 
arguments advanced by Its advocates on 
the lloor of the House. 

I would like, however, through your col- 
umns to point out to the public, and par- 
ticularly to the nieinbens of the legisla- 
tive Assembly, that the withdrawal of that 
exemption effectually do+'s away with the 
last justification for that clause of the 
Public School Act which provides that "no 
clergyman of any denomination shall be 
eligible for tile position of trustee." 

This Is a specimen of "class legislation" 
of virulent type against which protests 
.have more than once been made. Sonic 
have gone so far, In protest, 11s to refuse 
payment of their poll tux until compelled 
by legal process. A deputation, that wait- 
ed upon the government with the view of 
having this stigma removed from the 
clergymen of the province, was arcmlnded 
of the compensating Immunity from tax- 
ation enjoyed by them. To this the mem- 
bers of the deputation, speaking for them 
selves only, unanimously replied! "By all 
means repeal the tax exemption .mil give 
to clergymen the full responsibility and 
the full privileges of citizenship." 

,Now that the action of the legislature 
has Imposed full responsibility, may we 
not fairly expect that full privileges will 
not be long withheld? Will not some 
doughty opponent of "class legislation" In 
the present session of parliament move In 
the direction of equal rights to -nil? 

It hardly needs to be added that I am 
contending solely for a principle. It may 
be that even under the amendment to the 
Public Schools Act that I advocate, no 
clergyman would ever occupy, or seek to 
occupy, a seat ut any trustee hoard within 
the province. All that I ask Is that no 
man shall he denied the full lights of Brit- 
ish citizenship simply because he in a 
clergyman.

LACROSSE.

Large Kills at Somonos. 

Everybody who knows a salmon from 
n halibut was out on Sunday to enjoy the 
ashing, and while the general average of 
catches was nothing remarkable, there 
were a number of excellent kills made at 
'the lakes on the line of the 15. & N. Pros- 
pect lake ' did not justify its established 
reputation as the best of the early llsh- 
ing waters, the hags there running from 
half a dozen to eighteen, and small llsh 
being the rule. At Somenos lake, on the 
other (hand-, fortune smiled upon the 
anglers 1 , some baskets being lilled to over- 
ilowlng, and the majority of the fisher- 
nnen having no cause for dissatisfaction. 
"Anything from fifty to five hundred" was 
the way one veteran angler put it In speak- 
ing of the Sunday kills at this lake. Tile 
llsh were of fair quality, too, and baskets 
of upwards of one hundred llsh for six or 
seven hours' work were not uncommon. 
Shawnlgan lake produced a number of 
good bugs also, and of the contingent of 
fishermen who went to Kooke lake, none 
caught fewer than forty or fifty— the 
standard Sooke lake size, but all fine and 
firm; On the river the fishing was not 
good Uils Sunday, although a week ago a 
number of excellent llsh were taken with 
fly. Some large and choice steelhcads 
were killed with spoon, and the sport with 
■these fish Is described us never better than 
Jit present.

Strange Testament of Prospec- 
tor Who Died Near Headwaters 
of Stewait River. 



Scrawled Statement to Loved 
Ones on Bark In the Far 
North. 



On a piece of birch bark, by the light of 
a tiny oil taper, Robert McNeill, who laid 
down Ills life iu the quest for riches, 
scrawled a last -message to his loved ones 
and bequeathed to them the wealth that 
was Ills. McNeill's death came while he 
was prospecting near the headwaters of 
tlie Stewart river. 

Viola and Freda Plan, of Spokane, Wn., 
daughters of the deceased sister of Mc- 
Neill, are the ones to whom the dying 
man left his property. They were notified 
by long distance telephone yesterday by 
Henry .1. Itoss, the man who Journeyed 
from the grave of their uncle, of the 
death of McNeill and of the existence of 
the will. Viola Finn is now the wife of 
James Barkley. 

The birch bark statement Is in the hands 
of William Rice, one of the prospectors 
still on the Stewart river, uud Is to he 
forwarded to the Finn girls as soon as 
Roes notifies him of their present address. 

Ross does not know tin; value of the 
McNeill estate. "It consists of valuable 
claims on the Stewart river," he said, "In 
an exceedingly rich locality, and may 
prove to be worth many thousands of dol- 
lars. 

"About two months ago MuNelil, Wil- 
liam lllee and Donald McCollogan left 
Dawson for the headwaters of the Stew- 
art. They staked out some promising 
claims and had began work when McNeill 
was taken sick. Ills condition became so 
alarming that his companions attempted 
to convey him to a settlement about sev- 
enty miles down the river. But the 
weather was extremely cold and there was 
110 trail.

NEW YORK STOCKS. 

New York March 2T. — An extraordinary 
jilay of quotations in a large number of 
dow grade Industrials and specialties kept 
up some appearance of strength for the 
greater part of today's session of the 
stock exchange and served to disguise the 
realising that was going on In the more 
, substantial stocks. But the market gave 
way late In the day and fell sharply to a 
low level. There was a generally confl- 
uent expectation among professional oper- 
ator* 'that the dubious points In the specu- 
lative situation hud been forced Into the 
background by lust week's demonstration 
of the resisting power of the market, hut 
the disinclination to follow up last week's 
recovery with further large buying was 
■very clearly defined. The movement of 
the miscellaneous collection of stocks, 
■which shot up from time to time while 
efforts were making to hold the market 
■was not traceublc to any information eith- 
er special or general. The absence of ex- 
planation and the lack of any common In- 
terest between them created some sus- 
picion of the movement. A list of 25 to 30 
anight be complied, many of which rare- 
ly appear in the transactions, which were 
lifted, from one to nearly eight points.

Steamer Empress of Japan is due to- 
day from the Orient. The Empress is 
bringing a fair complement of passen- 
gers and a good cargo of Chinese and 
Japanese merchandise. Many new char- 
ters are being mode at Puget Sound and 
Pacific coast ports of tramp steamers to 
carry the. overflow freight of the lines, 
each" of which now carries n full cargo 
outward to Japan. Seven steamers nro 
under charter to F. Waterhouse and two 
additional steamers will he chartered by 
the Tort land and Asiatic line out of the 
Oohixabia river to carry westbound 
freight. In anticipation of the increase 
in the Hour tariff, which goes into effect 
011 July 1, Japanese importers have be- 
gun placing heavy orders on tins side. 
The orders are for April ami May ship- 
ment. The sailing schedule of the Port- 
land & Asiutic Co. provides only two 
steamers out in those months and the 
vessels will have enough regular cargo 
to fill them without taking into account 
the recent rush orders from Japan. The 
movement of eastern freight to the 
Orient has grown to such proportions 
that it is probable all the liners 'could 
secure full cargoes without depending 
on any of the loeni shipments.

employees of the selling company received 
their release orders, to take effect on April 
I; Mr. Goodfellow of Vaucouver wan form- 
idly appointed to the fiirperlntendency of 
UlV'E. & N. division; stocktaking in the 
fieveral departments prior to the change 
in ownership had been initiated; and the 
CP. It. had actually put gangs, of men at 
work In Wellington, trncklayiug so that 
the. operating company might be entirely 
Independent of the Dunsmulr mining road 
at the upper end of the line a.s at present 
completed.. 

Vesterday the first Indication of a pos- 
f.lble hitch presented itself to public view. 
The 'employees of the E. & N. received a 
second notification— this time to consider 
the original dismissal order as never pro- 
mulgated, which means that the C. P. It.

The Attorney-General thought It ridicu- 
lous that a member of the legislature 
should get up in his place to promote legis- 
lation which was abolished in the days of 
James I., namely, legislation which pro- 
hibited Individuals from wearing particu- 
lar costumes. He did not believe In In- 
terfering with the liberty of the Individual 
In such a matter. The question, be consid- 
ered, was effectually disposed of by the 
rule referred to by the member for Vale, 
which left It open to narristers to wear 
wigs or not as they chose. He agreed 
that the custom, as to this feature of legal 
apparel, should be uniform. It appeared 
to him incongruous u> see one lawyer 
wearing a certain headdress and another 
differently arrayed; for instance, some 'law- 
yers wearing wig In court and a Judge 
refraining from doing so. If the Judges 
refrained entirely from .rearing wigs, he 
thought the lawyers would follow the ex- 
ample. It was hardly courteous to the 
House, lie thought, that their time should 
be taken up in discussing such legislation. 
It would be just as much In order to con- 
sider whether a man, should appear In 
court In kilts or whether women should 
dress themselves In a particular style. 

Sir. brown said it was not a question of 
regulating wliut Judges and barristers 
should wear, but whether the whole legal 
profession should be tyrannized over by 
die action of a few judges In sticking to 
a custom which had become an alioiulu- 
ntlou. Wlg-wearlng in this sense was a 
relic of barbarism which dated buck to the 
time of Queen Aune. He pointed out that 
the continuance of such u practice, e\eu 
as an optional mutter, might place a law- 
yer hi the position of having to antagon- 
ize a Judge lu refusing to comply with it, 
and of receiving a prejudiced hearing In 
consequence thereof, or perhaps no bear- 
ing at all. 

Mr. Bowser thought some more Important 
question might have been selected for the 
consideration of the legislature. As for 
the wearing or non-wearing of wigs, It was 
a matter for Individual decision. It was 
not for tho legislature to say either that 
the lawyers shall or shall not wear that 
Interesting [headdress. He thought the 
whole thing was ridiculous and Involved an 
Interference with the liberty of the sub- 
ject. 

Mr. Williams lid not think taut justice 
was assisted by any special headgear. At 
the same time, he did not uhluk the Iegl»- 
Iature should step In to prevent a Judge 
wearing any article of apparel, which he 
selected, so long as the laws of decency 
were not shocked thereby. 

Mr. Uoss took It that if the House were 
called upon to say that a lawyer shall not 
wear a wig, it might say perhaps that 
he should not wear any pants. He thought 
the question should be left to common 
sense. 

Mr. Hawtlioruthwalte was Inclined to 
wlthold his vote altogether. If the judgea 
decided to make fools of themselves, he 
did not see .Unit the parliament of the 
country should step In to prevent them so 
doing. 

The vote was then taken and the bill 
passed a second reading on the following 
vote;

Provincial Eloctiops Act 

The bill to amend the Provincial Elec- 
tions Act passed second reading, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Clifford. Its purpose, as ex- 
plained. Is to enable the crews of coast- 
ing vessels of over 160 tons burden, which 
may happen to be ut sea ou election day, 
to register their votes. To this end, he 
proposed that the masters of such vessels 
should be appointed deputy returning offi- 
ce rs. 

The Attorney-General opposed the bill on 
the general groind that It anight lead i 
abuses of the franchise. Incidentally he 
remarked that If the privilege were given 
to coasting vessels, ships engaged In the 
Australian and Oriental trade were equal- 
ly entitled to consideration. 

Hon. Mr. Cotton argued that such a 
measure would put the master of a vessel 
In a position to coerce his men. He 
pointed out the same argument addaclble 
for this measure might be extended to em- 
ployees on railway trains or other ser- 
vice" which took them away from home. 

Mr. .1. A. Mucdonuld thought that scru- 
tineers might be appointed to accompany 
the vessels affected. He did not think 
there was more reason to expect unfair- 
ness from u captain than from any other 
returning uittccr. He suggested that 
amenilmeats might be made In committee 
which would render the bill practlcab'e. 

Mr. Henderson showed that the sugges- 
tion of Mr. Clifford was In line with the
